Charles Monekv. the 
inventor of it, sold his patent for 
I2,000j and invested the money in a 
house in Williamsburg, Kings' Coun- 
ty, where he now lives. Iron, a Kou 
don trade paper, says that 80,000 
dozen Moncky wrenches are exported 
to Europe annually. "The tool 
makers itnd machinists of Europe," 
says Iron. •• such as Krupp. of Cor 
many, Whitworth <x Armstrong, of 

Bugland, and llotohkiss. of Franco, 
with vast, resources, are unable to pro- 
duce a moncky or screw-bar wrench 
equal to the American wrenches, and 
consequently 'hey have to import, 
these tools from I iie States."

A sad sight greeted I he public the 
other day. It was tho body of young 
James B. Ross, who was drowned last 
Friday, while swimming at the foot of 
Desbrosse street ferry. It is suppos- 
ed that James was attacked by cramps 
and sank before assistance came, lb 
was formerly a pupil of the Dr. 
Uroenbeiger's Institution, and was 
one of the best known and liked deaf 
mutoK in tho city. Ho was employed 
by the Norwich Steamship Line Co, 
Young James was an expert swimmer, 
and he went in bathing after his work 
was over. Young Ross was 
twenty three years old, and was 
intelligent, and unusually proficient 
with the pen. lie had formerly been 
employed by Lord & Taylor, and at 
the Edison Machinery Works. He 
always commanded good wages and 
contributed in no small degree to the 
Support of his widowed mother. 

BOSS Longshoreman, Henry Kireber, 
who was with young Itoss at the tine 
of the sad accident, by which young 
Koks lout his life, was Seen at, Ross's 
residence last Monday evening, and 
tho room was so crowded by friends of 
young Koss, I bat many people bud lo 
stand in the hall and out on the side 
walk. Henry Kircher made a short 
speech to the friends present. lb 
said he met young floss on Friday 
evening al. 8 o'clock, as usual, after his 
day's work was over, and both Walked 
up to Pier 89, North River, and reach 
ing that place young Itoss said he 
would take a swim, as he was very 
warm. Mr. Kircher, his best and long 
esteemed friend, told Itoss not lo, as 
be was perspiring freely, but Itoss did 

not, mind it and went upon onn of the 
many canal boats, took off his clothes 
and plunged easily into tbe water, and 
from that, time was never seen again. 
Then Kircher was alarmed and report 
ed it to the officers, and I hey went out 
in search of the body, but no trace of 
it was to be found, until early Monday 
morning. Mr. Kircher, who had been 
thinking a good deal of his best friend, 
took the earliest train for Jersey City 
to see if he could get any information 
of Ross's body from thOSC officers, and 
on reaching the Jersey Bliore, saw 
two Oncers pointing at, a spot in the 
water that gave Kircher a food 
thought that it might be that of bis 
best friend. He went to the officers 
and I old them what had happened 
last Friday, then in a short conversa- 
tion the officers asked Kircher if ho 
would be able to go into the water 
and see. He did so, and wl en a few 
stopB in the water, he touched Home 
thing which seemed to be a log. 
He put his hands into the 
water and caught hold of young 
Ross's neck and pulled him 
out upon the shore, and be then went 
to the residence of Ross's poor mo 
I her, and told her what he discovered. 
Young Ross was a powerful built 
young mini, and stands gracefully over 
six feet. He has light complexion, with 
MUbUrB hair, but his body was not 
to be seem as a greater part Of bis 
face was disfigured by the fishes. His 
iinhii and chin were torn off from lis 
body.

Attribute* of Beauty. 



A WOMAN SHOULD FIRST OF ALL SEEK 
TO RETAIN B08EATE HEALTH. 



A " Beauty Doctor" scores riome 
points in Ureas as follows : 

A French author (Balzac) once call- 
ed ugliness "a grief which lasted a 
lifetime." But he did not then know 
the all-powerful force of hygiene in 
the cultivation and preservation of 
physical beauty. What is, perhaps, 
the greatest attribute of beauty is a 
beautiful skin. The skin should be 
white, gmooth, soft and fresh-colored. 
A beautiful skin alone is often suffici- 
ent to make a woman beautiful. And 
here, again, hygiene steps in, for with- 
out health a beautiful skin is impos- 
sible. Le Camus, the author of that 
curious old book " Abdeker," says : 
" The most regular beauty could never 
charm me if freshness, purity and 
brilliancy of complexion did not en- 
liven it by adding the radiancy of 
youth and health.'' In fact, the com- 
plexion is to beauty what Spring time 
is to nature — what the bloom is to the 
peach — what the varied tints are to 
the wings of the butterfly. But, as 
the smallest cloud can darken a Spring 
morning, as the contact with another 
object can remove the bloom of the 
peach, and a touch can spoil tbe 
beauty of a butterfly's wing, so the 
slightest derangement, either of mind 
or body, darkens and troubles the 
complexion, and without constant care 
this freshness and this purity, which 
make the power of beauty, become 
like a faded flower. The preservation 
and cultivation of a beautiful skin is, 
therefore, one of our first dutieB. 

Let me warn all ladies from wishing 
to appear different to what nature has 
made them ; that is, let no lady who 
bus beautiful dark hair attempt to 
dye it yellow, just because it is fashion- 
able. Dark hair is quite as beautiful 
as yellow hair, and dark-haired ladies 
[trite as much admired as fair 
Nay, shall I tell you a secret, 
ladies ? Statistics tell us that more 
dark- haired women marry than fair- 
baired women ! Beauty is not mold- 
ed in one form, it is as varied as the 
leaves on a tree, and no two types are 
exactly alike. 

An Arab poet, however, tells us 
that a beautiful woman should have 
four things : 

Black — Hair, eyebrows, syelaslie? 
and pupil. 

White — Skin, teeth, and globe of 
"ye. 

.ngue, lips, gums, cheeks. 

Bound Head, neck, arms, ankles, 
waist.

Ill- 
health, on the contrary, dries and dis- 
colors the skin, produces wrinkles, 
makes the face yellow and spoils the 
color of the teeth, hair and nail?, 
elebratcd Dr. Von Feuchtersle- 
ben says that " health is nothing but 
beauty in the functions of life."

This is a simple 
and often an efficient remedy for an 
ordinary cough. 

When one has a bad cold, and the 
nose is closed up so that he cannot. 
breathe through it, relief may be 
found instantly by putting a little 
camphor and water 111 the centre of 
the hand and snuffing it up the nose. 
It is a great relief. 

Those people who suffer from con 
stipation should exclude from their 
diet tea, gin, beer, cheese, milk, salt 
or smoked meats, pickles, pastry fresh 
bread, rolls, waffles, etc., dried beans 
and peas, nuts, and all milk com- 
pounds, with farinas. 

To heat cloths for hot npplicat ions 
without scalding your hands, lay a 
wet cloth between two folds of brown 
paper, place it on the stove, pressing 
the top one down tightly with your 
fingers, and in a few minutes the 
cloth will be hot enough to blister. 

A mixture which is said to be a 
cure for undue perspiration of the 
hands is made of a quarter of bTj 
ounce of powdered alum, the white of 
one egg, and enough bran to make a 
thick paste. After washing the hands 
apply this ; let it remain on the hands 
two or three minutes and then wipe 
off with a dry, soft towel, Lukewarm 
water is better than hot or cold if the 
skin is tender or inclinccd to chap.
